What I've done for camping is cut a dipole for 7.040 out of some #18 
stranded wire and at points on each leg that would be cut for

2. There is also another circuit which is supposed to go up to 15 Watts. 
It also has a crystal. However I'm not sure if it that takes different 
crystals and then, the circuit modifies to be able 

to use a 80 m or 40 m crystal or that it takes a fundamental 

crystal and is able to generate 80m or 40 m signals with the same 
crystal. I'm inclined to think that it just take different crystals 

and that the circuit can use either kind, but that does not 

generate two different signals with the same one. 

It also mentions about Zero Beating and I have no idea of what's that. 
What's Zero Beating??? 


3. The next question is regarding receivers but Stephen was kind enough 
to suggest the Kanga US Sudden receiver. 


Thanks for your help, I'm still trying to get the boatanchor to get 
a contact to somebody, but I think that I have to rework my antenna because 


I'm either not being heard or that my receiver needs a better antenna 
than the one it has (a random wire, well, actually it is a window frame 
dipole :) ). Anyway, I'm getting a lot of practice with the brass, so 
I can not complain. :) :) :). (Just in Case.. I'm still on 7.140 until 
I either construct a VFO or I buy more Xtals).

[Doug: Please add this to next QRPp. ] 


A few NorCal 40As had the following problem: 
"IT can't hear anything. C1 and C2 have no effect..." 


It turns out that this was my fault. The schematic and PC board are 
correct, but the manual is confusing, leading some builders to reverse the 
primary and secondary of T2. 


On page 12 there is a drawing of the first transformer you wind, namely T1. 
I tried to save myself the trouble of adding a separate drawing for T2 by 
stating that you "wind T1 in the same manner as T2." I then added some 


confusing stuff about the primary and secondary windings being different on 
some of the toroids. You'd think a guy with a Cognitive Science degree 
could avoid Bozotext. 


I'll fix this in the next revision of the manual. Mean time, if you think 
your NC40A might be suffering from this affliction, here is a clear 
statement of what to do with T2: 


1. Wind the secondary (21 turns #26) on the core and strip the leads. 
Have a 1" piece of bare solid copper wire ready for the primary. 


2. Insert the secondary leads into the holes marked "1" and "2" on the PC 
board at T2. (You can tell from the silkscreen on the board that these two 
holes are for the large secondary winding). 


3. Now insert the 1" piece of wire through the core as the primary 
Winding, and insert it into the holes marked "3" and "4." (The 1" piece of 
wire is basically coming from the "3" hole, doing a U-turn through the 
core, and going to the "4" hole.) Solder all four leads. 


Hope this clears it up. What really amazes me is that people were actually 
able to hear a few signals even with the windings of T2 reversed!

>running there. That way, you could tweak your power on a per band basis 
>depending on how much you think you need to be effective. 


But band conditions will change dramatically in a 8 hour contest.Especially 
on 40 or 20 meters. condx could start out bad, then get very good in a few 
hours, you could be stuck with a 5 watt multiplier, just when the band opens 


up. 


Being able to try a 1 watt contact, then change to 5 watts give you the 
option of playing with lower power and if it still doesnt work, you can still 
make the contact with higher power. It ensures everyone a chance at a higher 
number of contacts and doesnt limit anyone. It will make scoring more 
complicated but it will make the contests much more interesting with a higher 
number of ops. 


Also, running homebrew gear is a reward in itself. Its self satisfaction and 
pride in building and aligning a transceiver from parts. Then actually 
working someone on it. Do we need to add a multiplier to futher reward those 
hardy homebrewers? I'ld like to see more QRP'ers get involved in QRP 
contesting for the fun of it. Improvements in operating skill, code speed and 
equipment will come in time. These contests will be much more fun if there 
are hundreds of ops to work. Too many hours, i've listened to 40 and 20 
meters and only worked 4 contacts per hour. weather its poor propagation, 
local QRN, Amtor'ites or rag chewers on the frequency, we need to increase 
the number of ops.

Another possibility for devising a QRP contest that would interest hard-core 
contesters: first, don't limit the contest to QRP rigs, instead limit the 
output power to (say) 100W (most of the QRO guys will at least remember how 

to bypass their amplifiers, even if the switch may have rusted in place :-). 
Then, score according to the power of the station you *xwork*x, perhaps something 
like 1 point for 100W, 2 for 50W, 10 for 10W, 20 for 5W, 100 for 1W or less. 
This will remove the oft-heard excuse of "hey, I did all the work in that 
contact", and makes QRO-QRO contacts pointless (heh). It's an interesting 
question how QRP ops would fare under those rules; are QRP ops better at 
hearing other QRP ops than QRO ops? Perhaps you should add a small multiplier 
for using low power (maybe 1.5 for < 5W, 3.0 for < 1W). Would the big pileups 
be QRO operators acting like beacons, or will the QRO operators mob QRP 
operators? (I'd bet the former, but the really interesting pileups would be 
the QRP operators who go up 5Kc and pick up everyone who got attracted by 

the loud signal next door...)

I would like to see the rules changed so that you could at least 
have a separate power multiplier on each band depending on what you are 
running there. That way, you could tweak your power on a per band basis 
depending on how much you think you need to be effective.

Make the multiplier = 1 / ({sumfAmpHr * voltage) rating of the battery(s) 
used. The lower the power, the longer the batteries will last (no 
recharging??). If you just want to make a few contacts, use 5 watts and AA 
rechargables (~0.5AHr)...

There's another kinda sensitive subject that perhaps someone needs to 
bring up: commercial vs. homebrew. I noticed those posting their results, 
many state they used a NorCal 40a, yet most failed to include the 1.5 
multiplier for homebrew. Is a kit a homebrew rig???? I don't think 
anybody knows (been a thread on QRP-L before). 


Say ya buy a NN1G kit, beef it up to 5W, put it in a nice enclosure, 
add your own AGC, which also drives a neat S-meter you added, etc. Now 
is this homebrew??? I don't think anybody knows. 


Or in my case, I have two MFJ's that even MFJ would no longer recognize, 
inside or out. The whole thing is built in a homebrew 

mini-rack of polished steel and clear plastic front panels. Is that 
homebrew? 


Until the QRP community can agree where one draws the line in the sand 
as to what is commercial or homebrew, the multiplier for such is kinda 
vague and obscure. Many of us our proud of our modifications, which 

probably is the result of far more time than kit building. I have seen 


some rigs heavily modified by the owners that are works of art. This 
is a category that gets hams building and a category that should not 
be ignored.

Paul, 


Totally agreed. At most (worst?) there should be three categories; homebrew 
(completely from schematic diagram), kit (someone else put the parts in a bag 
or box) and commercial. 


The goal is the thing and until we can decide what the goal is, this will not 
go anywhere. 


Opinion: The goal should be to 1) encourage operating and contesting and 2) 
to encourage building (whether homebrew or kit). As to how to score, I don't 
know that it really matters. The best solution would to not have any 
multiplier at all regarding the origin of the rig. Simply have 3 categories 
as outlines above. One participates in the contest with everyone, but one 
only competes with gear in ones class. That way, the best op with a homebrew 
(no kits) wins that category, the best op with a kit (ANY kit) wins that one 
and the best op with a commercial rig is thus recognized as well. 


The whole idea of awarding bonus points or multipliers for the origin of a 
rig creates a caste system that cannot encourage more operating or more 
building. 


I really like the suggestion of awarding QSO points based on the power of the 
Worked station. Reward the hard work of the receiving station, whether QRO 
or QRP. Or, how about a hybrid of several suggestions? 


How about calculating QSO multiplier as 1/(my power)*(your power), where 
power is: 


under 1 watt, actual power (eg., 500 mw = 0.5) 
1 watt to 5 watts, 2 

5.001 watts to 10 watts, 3 

10.001 watts to 100 watts, 4 

100.001 watts and up, 5 


So, if I work you, me at .9 watts, you at .9 watts, we'd take the QSO points 


(1 SSB, 2 CW like ARRL field day), multiply by 1.23 to arrive at the QSO 
score. If you worked a QRO station, where you were .9 and the other station 
was 80 watts, multiply by 0.28. 


While this may sound cumbersome, a simple computer program could score the 
thing in a flash. We'd just have to enter both power levels. And, of 
course, you could change your power level at will. The only requirement is 
that you can't change powers down once in a QSO. If you go down, still have 
to use the higher level. If you have to go up, you use the final higher 
level. And, power would be an integral part of the exchange. 


Of course, if this is to complicated, maybe we could use the log (to the base 
10 for you math guys) of your RST report, multiplied by the inverse squiggle 
of the actual PEP power level, expressed in dbm , 


What cha think, Cam?

Great contest ! Congratulations to Portable and HB stations ! 


I could only work the last hour from home using an old analog 
Argosy at 5W, and random wire ant.. Worked KP4DDB and had a nice 
chat with G3SVW/5NO on 14.060. 


Some using random wire antennas seemed to have a bit of trouble 
radiating. Wonder if you used an efficient ground/counterpoise 
system and a decent tuner ? 


Two or more (more is better) quarter wave length radials 
connected to the tuner ground terminal and spread out as far 

as possible, and not connected to anything else, are excellent 
and ultra simple to employ. A Quarter Wave Length = 468/2F. 
(Remember 2-4-6-8. F is the frequency in Megahertz. 

For 7 MHz: ie.... 468/14 = ~ 33.5 feet is close enough). 

Radial counterpoises (sp?) do not have to be exact lengths 

and many shorter ones are considered to be better than a few 
long ones. Radials can be very thin wire, as current is minimal. 
Experiment, and let the rest of us know how you made out. 


Again, Congrats ! Very nice contest.
